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Ratepayers Dis- 
cuss By-Laws 


Only a score of ratepayers respond- 
ed to the call of the Mayor and Al- 
dermen last night to discuss the by- 
laws to e voted on to-morrow. 

Mayor Mills presided and explained 
the four bylaws. He said it was in 
accordance with a time honored cus- 
tom that the meeting was called, and 
ouly good could result from discus- 
sions of the bylaws. The market site 
bylaw was the first one to be consi- 
dered, The Mayor and aldermen 
had deciled that it was time a mar- 


ket site was secured, and while the 
one unJer option was not as cen- 
tral as could be desired it was the 
most convenient available for the 
price the city could afford to pay. 


The 16 lots which the city could 
have fot $12,000 could not be ob- 
tainel by a private citizen for less 
than $14,000. The Hospital site and 
building bylaw was the next one dis- 
cussed, Such a site was hard to ob- 
tain and after the committee had 
gone over the situation thoroughly, 
they concluded that the 80 lots on 
which they had secured an option for 
$10,000 from Mr, Walters would be 
the best that could be procured. He 
with his usual consideration had a- 
greed that if the citizens turned the 
purchase down, the price would not 
be raised until they had time to con- 
sider on it a second time. The ar- 
chitects had figured that an up-to- 
date hospital building would cost 
$58,000 and they had made the _ by- 
law for $70,000 leaving $2,000 to 
come and go on _ for ground and 
building. 

The city hall bylaw had caused the 
council more thought than any of 
the others. It was necessary’ that 
it should be centrally located and 
they believed that somewhere south 
of Whyte Avenue would be an ideul 
site nut no property could be had 
there except at a prohibitive price. 
They found that the present site had 
adjoining property that could be had 
and now with the exception of | the 
Orange Hall lot, the city could have 
the whole block for a city hall site 
at $19,000, 

The next bylaw was the Baily 
Soap Compafy bylaw. Mr. Bailey 
lives in Colborne, Ont., and had sub- 
mitted a proposal to the old council 
which did what it could to get the 
enterprise here. ‘This year’s council 
found that there might be some diffi- 
culty in securing the three lots want- 
ed, but in lieu of them they had ada- 
ed to the cash bonues to the sum of 
$4,750. Mr. Bgiley wanted a free 
site 165 feet by 182 feet, sewer, and 
water at manufacturers’ rates. The 
lot should be convenient to a rail- 
road siding. He also wanted a fix- 
ed assessment of not more than $5,- 
000 for the first ten years and not 
more than $10,000 afterwards and a 
loan of $10,000 for the first five 
years and for the second five years 
at debenture interest, Mr. Bailey 
agreed to erect a main 40 X 60 
building two storeys high to cost 
$10,000 and subsidiary buildings to 
the amount of three or four thous- 
and to insure the buildings in the 
name of the city to the amount of 
the loan. He would not employ not 
less than 20 hands at the commence- 
ment of operations and at the end of 
the year the pay roll would contain 
upwards of 100 names. The mayor 
explained that the assessment — last 
year was $2,161,000 and the city 
could borrow wnder its charter power 
up to 1-5 of that amount. There 
were already debentures running to 
the amount of $211,000 so that with 
the present bylaws if they all carried 
there would be left to the city a bor- 
rowing power of $100,000. There 
might be abylaw s ubmitted later for 
the purchase of a park site on the 
east of the C. & E river front pro- 
perty, on which the city holds an 
option, 

Mr, Bush being called on by the 
mayor, said he thought the people 
were well posted on the merits of the 
bylaws, and expressed himself in fa- 
vor of the City Hall, Hospital and 
markets, but was not so sure about 
the Bailey Soap proposition. 

Judge Tipton spoke along similar 
lines and said he was none too pleas 
ed with the location of the proposed 
market site, but presumed it was the 
best available. He also advocated 
the establishment of a Pair day every 
week, when farmers and buyers could 
meet and transact business. 

G.W. Marriott, president of the 
Board of Trade also spoke and favor- 
ed all the bylaws, but understood 
there was opposition to the Bailey 
Soap Company. Of course the terms 
might ‘not be agreeable, but speaking 
generally, the city needed industries. 

Dr. McIntyre spoke briefly and 
said the Hospital bylaw was of — es- 
pecial interest to him as a medical 
man and he heped it would carry,

Case Dismissed 
With Costs 


The case preferred by Potter & Mc- 
Dougall against a bus driver of Gray 
Bros., Strathcona, which has excited 
considerable interest among the bus- 
men and bus owners of the cities dur- 
ing the past two weeks, was con- 
cluded at the police court Monday 
morning when magistrate Cowan dis- 
miss?d the charge with costs against 
the prosecutor, 

Mr. Potter was on this occasion re- 
presented by Mr, Grant, of Bishop & 
Grant, and the bus driver by D. H. 
McKinnon, of McDonald, McKinnon & 
Cogswell. 

The evidence of Mr, Potter and Con- 
stable Campbell was to the effect 
that the bus had stood at Potter & 
McDougall’s premises for between a 
quarter and a half hour, and the dri- 
ver had refused to move when order- 
ed to do so, 

The bylaw states jn clause 9 that 
“No person shall allow any vehicle to 
stand longer than necessary in front 
of any building on @ public street. It 
was also submitted. 

Mr. McKinnon in his argument con- 
tended that the defendant did not al- 
low the bus to stand longer than 
was necessary, There ‘were seven 
tenants besides Potter & McDougall 
in the building and it was absurd to 
suppose that a bus driver cannot 
wait for a passenger. The team 
was five feet away from the _ side- 
walk and was not interfering with 
traffic, The busman drove away 
when a lady entered the bus, only re- 
maining as long as necessary to tran- 
sact his business. 

Mr. McKinnon further pointed out 
that there were no bus stands in the 
city and consequently a busman had 
no place where he could legally stand 
for passengers. 

Mr. Grant argued that if Mr. Me- 
Kinnon’s contention was correct the 
bylaw was a nullity. 

The magistrate held that it was he- 
cessary for the plaintiff to show that 
the busman-had no business with any 
of the eight accupants of the build- 
ing just as the prosecution had shown 
he had no business with Potter & Mc- 
Dougall. Under the circumstances, 
with the evidence before him the ma- 
gistrate dismissed the 
costs.—Bulletin,

Winnipeg, May 27.—Among the vi- 
sitors in Winnipeg, was Brigadier T. 
Howell, of ‘Toronto, cheif officer of 
the Dominion immigration of the Sal- 
vation Army. Mr. Howell arrived 
from St. Paul, and is on his way 
to Seattle to meet General Booth, 
who, after a tour of Japan, will 
reach the city on June 6th. Mr. 
Howell stated that the condition of 
the Salvation Army was in a most 
flourishing state, and that upwards 
of 10,000 immigrants had already 
been brought to Canada this year. 

Continuing, he said, ‘The number 
would have been considerably aug- 
mented — only for the lack of steam- 
ship accomodations.

The 
immigrants that we have brought 
over are scattered throughout Cana- 
da, and it is expected that the to 
tal brought over this season alone 
will amount to nearly 18,000 or 20,-

prospered so well that assistance of 
a minor nature had to be rendered 
to only four or five families this 
year.

Murder and 
Suicide 


Woodstock, Ont., May 27.— A dou- 
ble crime, involving the lives of Mrs. 

Mc- 
Kee, was committed in the village of 
Bright, fifteen miles east of Wood- 
stock on Friday night. With a six 
ounce bottle of chloroform the man 
poisoned his mother while she slept, 
and then returning to the kitchen 
killed himself. The crime was not 
discovered until late on Saturday af- 
ternoon, when Wm, Vaughan, a bak- 
er, called and could not secure admit- 
tance, Relatives were summoned 
and finally a bedroom window was 
opened and the house entered. Wm. 
McKee’s lifeless body was discovered 
in the kitchen and beside it was a 
partly empty chloroform bottle and 
a handkerchief, The body of his 
inother was found in her bedroom 
dead, There were no marks of vio- 
lence upon either. Wm. McKee was 
47 years of age and was a druggist 
in Kalamazoo, Michigan. On Fri- 
day afternoon he arrived unexpected- 
ly at Bright. Nothing unusual was 
noticed about him by friends at the 
house that evening and no motive 
was knoWn for the crime, but it is 
presumed he was in financial straits 
and having determined to take his 
life, he resolved to take his aged mo- 
ther also. They were deeply attach- 
ed to each other. Mrs. McKee was 
71 years of age.

The Innisfail Province is the latest 
newspaper to deny affiliation or yeting 
nection of any kind with the Conser- / 
vative party of Alberta, or with any 
political party of any description. 
The Province was a very Vigorous 
supporter of the Conservative party 
before the late provincial election. 
Like the Calgary Herald, it has made | 
its declaratiow of independence, and 
now is inno way connected with 
the remnant. 

And it is that way throughout the 
province of Alberta. The Lethbridge 
News, a supporter of Conservative 
candidates and Conservative policy, 
some months ago announced its inde- 
pendence,.. The Calgary licrald has 
announced its ince] endence and the 
Innisfail Province says that it has no 
dealings with the Conservative party. 
There are only a few of the faithful 
tried by fire, who are left. 

And it is not surprising. Condi- 
tions and ideals in the west differ 
from those in the cast. In the east 
the methods of the Conservative op- | 
position may be regarded as passable | 
but in the west the people cannot 
tolerate the party which ignores pub- 
lic questions and deals exclusively 
and entirely with personal slander 
and petty scandal. 

And in Fastern Canada, party 
politics may have become a second 
nature and the parties are always 
lined up for battle and the man who 
votes with his forefathers to the fifth 
generation, but here people recognize 
worth and _ citizens and newspapers 
recognize the miquity and the sense- 
lessness of opposing the present pro- 
vincial administration. 

In Western Canada there is no Con- 
servative party. Those who cannot 
go to the full length of supporting 
the Liberal party, call themselves in- 
dependents.—Calgary Albertan, 

The above from the Albertan is al- 
together complimentary to men of 
Conservative proclivities rather than 
the reverse. 

The blind partisan is he who 
follows meekly the dictations of a 
“boss,”” whether right or wrong 
throughout his whole dark lantern 
career and can see nothing of good 
in any man or measure save such as 
bears the hall mark of his particular 
faction. 

While the Conservative party  op- 
posed vigorously the methods by 
which a provincial government was 
established in Alberta, not of, for and 
by the people of that province, but 
at the dictates of Ottawa and in vio- 
Jation of one of the most sacred of 
Liberal principles, it does not follow 
that those whose affiliations have 
hitherto been Conservative must op- 
pose the Liberal party in this pro- 
vince when that party is right. 

It does not follow either that the 
Conservative party sees the sense- 
lessness and the iniquity of opposing 
the present provincial administration, 
The Albertan will find that when oc- 
casion demands, the present provin- 
cial administration will be opposed 
with all the vigor the circumstances 
merit and furthermore not with 
personal slander and petty scandal,” 

Will the Albertan deny that  scan- 
dal has been brought home to the 
government at Ottawa? And should 
that scandal not be opposed? Is not 
cleanliness next to Godliness in Gov- 
ernment as in all else? Does _ not 
Righteousnéss exalt a nation, and is 
not sin a reproach to any people, in- 
cluding the Canadian? If it be par- 
tizanship to oppose conditions shown 
to exist at Ottawa then the indepen- 
dent press throughout the whole Do- 
minion is partisan.

could do as he did do, viz.’ tell the 
United States authorities that the 
old rate was no longer a possibility, 
and that if they were not disposed 
to make a new convention, putting 
second class matter up to four cents 
per pound, then international union 
rates would heave to apply, these 
rates being eight cents per pound on 
newspapers and five cents per half 
ounce on letters. At first so it has 
been learned, Uncle Sam’s represen- 
tatives took the position that it 
would have to be a renewal of the 
old convention, or international union 
rates. But upon discovering taat 
they were dealing with British nego- 
tiators of a new sort, more disposed 
to put on their hats than hold them 
in their hands, the able and astute 
United States officials got into line 


it would have been provided that the 
new rate would not become effective 
until January first next. This the 
Washington people could not — con- 
sent to. Today united States pub- 
lishers are doing everything in their 
power to get the extension, If.they 
are successful in altering the views 
of the Washington postal officials, the 
Ottawa department will be prompt 
to meet ;them , 

Canadian publishers should consider 
these salient facts : 

(1) No agreement exists between 
any two countries in the world simi- 
lar to the postal convention between 
Canada and the United, States, save 
only the one between Canada and 
Mexico. 

(2) In no country on earth is the 
domestic rate on second class matter 
as low as it is with us, There is 
butone country in Europe with the 
domestic rate as low as the new 
rate between Canada and the United 
States. 

(3) The Canadian publisher has 
no vested right to a continuance for 
ever of the extraordinary privilege 
granted when conditions were vastly 
different to those that exist today. 
It was a privilege graited when _ it 
entailed no burden upon, anyone, 

(4) The problem to which the Ca- 
nadian Postmaster-General had to 
find a solution was not simply the 
continuance or discontinuance of the 
old rate. .A change was a foregone 
conclusion, an absolute business ne- 
cessity. He had to decide whether 
he would raise the rate to the Unit- 
ed States or raise the domestic rate. 

The Postmaster-General chose as he 
did, and I, as a country publisher 
frankly admit that my hastily formed 
first opinion of an error, based on 
incomplete information. In the light

When at last our trade grew 
to be a real factor, and the big har- 
vester combination was forced across 
and built a mammoth establishment 
in Hamilton, every Canadian rejoic- 
ed. And the wheels in the factory 
had already begun to turn when they 
issued their first advertising calendar 
and the figure upon it was a boy en- 
twined in the folds of a Canadian 
flag and the sentiment beneath him 
was ‘I’m British Too.’”’ My desire 
is to see the United States publica- 
tions that have circulations in Can- 
ada worth considering, compelled to 
come over with branch establish- 
ments, and, like the International 
Harvester Co., become British, too. 

Five years of the new postal con- 
vention will work wonders. Such a 
period will see a marvellous expan- 
sion, both of quantity aod quality in 
the periodical press of this Dominion 
and a corresponding decrease in the 
importance and influence of United 
States publications. The result can- 
not help being favorable to the 
upbuilding of Canadian national sen- 
timent, something it would be idle to 
look fer, if our postal service was 
left free to the activities of American 
circulation managers. 

Nor is this all., Today if a, young 
Canadian, man or women, develops 
a talent for literature or for illustra- 
tion, there is but one market for the
